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Production 


World  tallow  and  grease  production  (excluding  Mainland  China)  totaled 
7.3  "billion  pounds  in  I96I,  ccanpared  with  6.9  "billion  in  196O,  and  the 
1951-55  average  of  5.^  bilJLion,    Record  production  in  the  United  States  ac- 
counted for  most  of  the  increase  as  it  did  the  year  before. 


U.S.  production  rose  to  a  record  k,l  billion  pounds,  up  6  percent  from 
i960  and  kO  percent  above  the  1951-55  average.    The  United  States  continued 
to  be  by  far  the  major  tallow  and  grease  producer,  accounting  for  56 
percent  of  the  world  total. 


Production  in  the  Soviet  Union,  the  second  largest  producer,  is  estimated 
to  have  risen  in  1961  about  in  proportion  to  the  growth  of  its  livestock 
industry, 

Australian  production  in  the  year  ending  June  196I  dropped  about  12  per- 
cent below  i960  and  20  percent  below  the  1959  record.    Production  in  1962 
probably  will  rise  as  slaughter  has  been  heavier  since  mid-1961. 

European  output  rose  7  percent  in  196I  with  most  of  the  increase  centered 
in  the  United  Kingdom  and  France,  the  2  leading  producers.  Eastern 
European  production  probably  remained  at  about  the  same  level. 

Output  in  South  America  rose  about  6  percent.    Most  of  the  higher  produc- 
tion was  in  Brazil  and  Colombia.    Argentina  produced  about  the  same  amount 
as  in  1960, 
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Trade 


World  tallow  and  grease  trade  rose  to  2.^4-  billion  pounds,  up  k  percent 
frcsn  i960.    As  in  previous  years  the  United  States  was  the  main  exporter, 
accounting  for  75  percent  of  world  tallow  and  grease  trade.    Most  of  the 
remainder  was  sirpplied  hy  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Canada  and  West  Germany, 

U.S.  trade.    In  I96I  U.S.  tallow  and  grease  exports  totaled  1.8  billion 
pounds  compared  with  1.7  billion  in  196O.    Although  U.S.  tallow  and 
greases  are  shipped  to  many  countries,  Japan  and  Common  Market  countries 
are  the  most  important  markets.    In  196I  exports  to  Japan  rose  6  percent 
to  h02  million  pounds  while  shipment  to  the  6  Common  Market  countries 
dropped  20  percent. 

The  Soviet  Union  bought  nearly  200  million  pounds  of  U.S.  tallow  in  I96I, 
the  first  Russian  purchase  since  1957 •    The  Soviets  have  purchased  an  addi- 
tional 66  million  pounds  thus  far  in  1962. 

For  the  first  6  months  of  I962,  U.S.  tallow  and  grease  exports  increased 
about  2  percent.    The  Common  Market  countries,  primarily  Italy  and  the 
Netherlands,  have  purchased  about  25  percent  more  than  in  the  first  half 
of  1961,  but  Japan  about  ^40  percent  less.    Large  Public  Law  kQO  shipments 
to  Egypt,  Pakistan,  and  Poland  account  for  the  larger -than-normal  exports 
to  those  countries. 


Outlook 

World  tallow  and  grease  production  is  expected  to  increase  slightly  in 
1962,  with  most  of  the  rise  again  taking  place  in  the  United  States,  re- 
flecting increased  cattle  slaughter. 

World  exports  probably  will  be  higher  in  1962  than  I961.    U.S.  tallow 
prices  have  been  relatively  stable  and  lower  than  in  I961,  ranging  be- 
tween 5.0  cents  and  6.0  cents  per  pound.    Because  of  large  supplies  of 
competing  oils,  prices  will  probably  ronain  at  present  levels  for  the 
rest  of  the  year. 

The  amount  of  U.S.  tallow  exported  during  the  rest  of  I962  will  depend 
largely  upon  purchases  by  Japan,  Western  Europe  and  the  Soviet  Union. 
Shipments  to  Europe  will  probably  continue  heavy,  while  exports  to  Japan 
may  continue  to  be  restricted  because  of  balance  of  payments  problems. 
Soviet  purchases  for  the  rest  of  the  year  will  depend  largely  on  the 
prospects  of  obtaining  competing  vegetable  oils  from  Mainland  China.
